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DONALD T. STERLING 


The longest tenured owner in the NBA, Donald T. Sterling enters his 33rd season as the 
Owner of the Los Angeles Clippers. One of the few remaining sole owners in all of professional 
sports, Sterling has demonstrated extraordinary leadership and an unquestionable commitment 
to the team in establishing the Clippers as a championship contender and one of the most dynam- 
ic, popular and exciting professional sports teams in the country. 

A prominent attorney, real estate developer and entrepreneur, Sterling has solidified the 
Clippers as an elite franchise for years to come with the addition of Head Coach and Senior Vice 
President of Basketball Operations Glenn "Doc" Rivers to lead a bright and promising young team 
highlighted by two of the 
league's most compelling and 
high-wattage superstars in Blake Griffin and Chris Paul, 
who both recently signed long-term contract extensions 
with the team. 

Sterling provided the vision for the Clippers state-of- 
the art Training Center in Playa Vista, a 42,500 square foot 
athletic facilities mecca that was completed in 2008 and 
remains one of the best in all of professional sports. The 
top-line amenities and 24-hour player access officially 
cemented the team as a destination for high-level talent 
while also forming a legacy of Sterling's commitment to 
providing the necessary winning resources for the club. 

Raised in the Boyle Heights section of Los Angeles, 
Sterling has always maintained a strong and deep connec- 
tion to the L.A. community, establishing himself as a phil- 
anthropic leader and an active member of numerous and 
diverse charitable organizations. Sterling was the driving 
force in the formation of the Los Angeles Clippers 
Foundation which benefits local charities.

Through his efforts, every season Sterling 
donates thousands of game tickets to multiple chil- 
dren's organizations and community groups, as well 
as provides the leadership for numerous events, 
camps, clinics and programs aimed at benefiting 
underprivileged and at risk youths throughout 
Greater Los Angeles. His contributions to the com- 
munity have led to various awards and honors, 
including the 2009 NAACP Lifetime Achievement 
Award. 

A native of Chicago, Sterling attended high 
school, college and law school in Los Angeles before 
beginning his career as a lawyer in Southern 
California. Eventually, he turned his business inter- 
ests toward investments, real estate and sports and 
entertainment. After purchasing the Clippers in 
1981, Sterling moved the franchise from San Diego 
to Los Angeles in 1984. Sterling is currently the 
managing partner of a law firm and Chairman of 
Sterling Properties. He and is family reside in 
Beverly Hills and Malibu. 
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PRESIDENT AND NBA ALTERNATE GOVERNOR 


ANDY ROESER 


Entering his 30th season with the team, Clippers President and NBA Alternate Governor Andy 
Roeser has the franchise uniquely positioned to embark on yet another historic and record-breaking 
season both on and off the court. 

One of the longest tenured executives in the NBA, Roeser has worked relentlessly to mold the 
Clippers into one of the most exciting, innovative and electrifying teams in professional sports. 
Roeser's progressive leadership and management style combines with a fan-friendly philosophy that 
has helped the Clippers sell-out every regular season and Playoff game at STAPLES Center since 
Feb. 2, 2011 and forged the Clippers into championship contenders. 

A native of Michigan, 
Roeser was instrumental in 
bringing new Clippers Head Coach and Senior Vice 
President of Basketball Operations Doc Rivers to Los 
Angeles from Boston in June, 2013, a move that furthered 
the Clippers rise to elite status. In charge of all facets of the 





club's business operations since 1986, Roeser has estab- 
lished a reputation as an industry leader while solidifying 
the Clippers future by bringing in Rivers to guide a team 
led by All-Star superstars Blake Griffin and Chris Paul, 
both of whom were recently signed to long-term contract 
extensions. 

The 54-year old Roeser helped elevate the Clippers 
organization in 2008 with the opening of the Clippers 
Training Center in Playa Vista. A state-of-the-art building 
that ranks among the top practice facilities in the sports 
world, Roeser led all aspects of the development and con- 
struction of the 42,500 square foot building that features 
24-hour player access and premium amenities. 

Roeser joined the organization in 1984 and took on 
the role of team President in 2007. He previously worked 
for the accounting firm of Ernst & Young. 

The President of the Los Angeles Clippers Foundation 
since its inception in 1994, Roeser also serves on the (L-R) NBA Commissioner David Stern and Andy Roeser 
boards of the Los Angeles Sports Council and the 
Advisory Board for the Graduate Program in Sports Management at Cal State University, Long Beach. 

Roeser lives in Long Beach, CA with his wife Anne, son Drew and daughter Stephanie. 
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HEAD COACH AND SENIOR VICE PRESIDENT 
OF BASKETBALL OPERATIONS 


GLENN “DOC” RIVERS 


Glenn “Doc” Rivers begins his first season as Head Coach and Senior Vice President of 
Basketball Operations of the Los Angeles Clippers. A former Clippers point guard (1991-92), 
Rivers returns to Los Angeles to be the 16th head coach in Los Angeles Clippers history (1984- 
Present) and is the fourth Clippers coach to have previously earned the NBA Coach of the Year 
Award (1999-2000), joining Gene Shue, Bill Fitch and Mike Dunleavy. 

Rivers came to the Clippers after the Boston Celtics agreed to release him from his contract 
in exchange for a first round pick in the 2015 NBA Draft as compensation. He is just one of only 
four active NBA coaches to win an NBA title, and since 2007-08 owns the third-highest winning 
percentage (.661) among current coaches. 

Rivers will preside over one of the most exciting teams in the NBA, coming off a season where they won their first ever 
Pacific Division title. Upon arriving in Los Angeles he was instrumental in reshaping the Clippers with the re-signing of six- 
time All-Star Chris Paul, acquiring sharpshooters J.J. Redick and Jared Dudley, retaining defensive stalwarts Matt Barnes and 
Ryan Hollins and signing veteran free agents Antawn Jamison, Byron Mullens and Darren Collison. 

Entering his 15th season as an NBA head coach, Rivers joins the Clippers after nine seasons with the Boston Celtics, com- 
piling a 416-305 (.576) record and guiding the Celtics to the 2007-08 NBA Championship with an NBA-best 66-16 regular 
season record. Rivers led the Celtics to six Atlantic Division titles, the 2009-10 Eastern Conference Championship and a 59- 
47 (.556) Playoff record. 

During the course of the 2007-08 campaign with the Celtics he received NBA Coach of the Month three times. He is the 
only Celtics coach since the award's inception during the 1982-83 season to win the award three times. He joined К.С. Jones, 
Jimmy Rodgers and Chris Ford as the only Celtics head coaches to have won the award. 

Before taking over the Celtics, Rivers spent just over four seasons as the head coach of the Orlando Magic, earning Coach 
of the Year honors in his first season for leading a team that featured four undrafted starters to a 41-41 record. Rivers guid- 
ed the Magic to three straight Playoff appearances from 2000-2003, and overall tallied a 171-168 (.506) record in Orlando 
before being released on November 17, 2003. 

Rivers, born on October 13, 1961, played 13 seasons in the NBA for the Atlanta Hawks (1983-84 to 1990-91), Clippers 
(1991-92), New York Knicks (1992-93 to 1993-94) and San Antonio Spurs (1994 to 1995-96). He played for three of the 
game's top coaches in Pat Riley, Larry Brown and Mike Fratello, and holds career averages of 10.9 points, 5.7 assists and 5.0 
rebounds per game. His teams advanced to the NBA Playoffs 10 times, where he averaged 11.4 points, 5.9 assists and 3.3 
rebounds. Rivers saw action in 864 regular season games and 81 playoff games over the course of his career. 

Rivers averaged a double-double in 1986-87 (12.8 points per game, 1О.О assists per game) and was selected to play in 
the 1988 NBA All-Star Game. He averaged a career-best 15.2 points per game in 1990-91 and scored a career-high 37 points 
against Seattle on February 4, 1988. He also shares an NBA single-game playoff record for most assists in one half (15 vs. 
Boston, May 16, 1988). 

Drafted after his junior season out of Marquette by the Atlanta Hawks in the second round (31st overall) of the 1983 NBA 
Draft, he played the first eight years of his career with Atlanta, setting the Hawks' single-season assists record with 823 in 
1986-87, and ending his stint with the team as the franchise's all-time assist leader with 5,866. 

A product of Proviso East High School in Maywood, IL, Rivers earned the nickname "Doc" from former Marquette coach 
Rick Majerus, when he wore a "Dr. J" t-shirt to a summer basketball camp. 

Rivers played for the United States at the 1982 World Championship of Basketball, leading the U.S. to a silver medal and 
earning tournament MVP honors after averaging a team-best 18.6 points per game. During the summer of 2001, he served 
as an assistant coach for the USA Men's Basketball Team at the Goodwill Games in Brisbane, Australia, that captured the 
Gold Medal. 

Rivers earned a pre-law/political science degree from Marquette in 1985 and was honored by the Pro Basketball Writers 
with the 1990 J. Walter Kennedy Basketball Citizenship Award. Following the 1999-2000 season, Rivers was named Male 
Coach-of-the-Year at the Rainbow Sports Awards, which reflect not only accomplishments in the sports industry, but also the 
grace, dignity, commitment and humanity each individual exemplifies. In June 2013, Rivers received the Sam Lacy Pioneer 
Award at the 2013 National Association of Black Journalists national convention. The award is given annually to sports fig- 
ures based on their contributions to their respected careers and direct impact on the communities they served. 

He has long been active in the community, serving as a member of the All-Star Advisory Council for the Jr. NBA and Jr. 
WNBA youth basketball support program, offering instrumental guidance to the player, coach and parent training efforts for 
recreational youth basketball leagues across the country. 

Rivers is the nephew of former NBA player Jim Brewer, and the cousin of former NBA player Byron Irvin and Major 
League Baseball player Ken Singleton. Rivers and his wife, Kris, have four children: Jeremiah, Callie, Austin and Spencer.

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ALVIN GENTRY 
ASSOCIATE HEAD COACH 

Alvin Gentry's return to Los Angeles marks his third stint with the Clippers after previously serv- 
ing as both head coach (2000-2003) and assistant coach (1990-91). The Shelby, NC native most 
recently served as the head coach of the Phoenix Suns from May 9, 2009 until mutually parting ways 
with the team on January 18, 2013. 

A coaching veteran of more than 30 years in the professional and collegiate ranks, Gentry has 
been a head coach for four NBA teams in his coaching tenure, leading the Suns, Clippers, Detroit 
Pistons (1997-2000) and Miami Heat (1995). He has also assisted the USA Basketball Men's Senior 
National Team. 

Gentry comes back to Los Angeles where he was instrumental in guiding the Clippers in 
2001-02, his second season, to an improbable 39-45 (.476) record, the team's highest win total 
in nearly 10 seasons, a season after leading the club to a 16-win improvement in 2000-01, his 
rookie campaign with the club. 

Gentry made his entrance into the NBA as an assistant to Larry Brown with the San Antonio Spurs in 1988-89. That came 
the season after serving under Brown with the 1988 NCAA Champion Kansas Jayhawks men's basketball team. Gentry subse- 
quently moved to the Clippers for one season as an assistant under Mike Schuler. 

He played point guard at Appalachian State for coaching legends Press Maravich, the father of "Pistol Pete," and former 
Georgia Tech Head Coach Bobby Cremins. Gentry graduated from Appalachian State with a degree in management in 1977. 

After graduation, his cousin, former NBA All-Star David "Skywalker" Thompson, got him a tryout with the Denver Nuggets 
and although he didn't make the cut, he made an impression on Brown, who later hired him. 

Gentry began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at the University of Colorado during the 1977-78 season. After one 
year working in private business, he returned to the bench when he received his first full-time collegiate assistant coaching job at 
Baylor in 1980. Gentry then returned to Colorado as an assistant coach from 1981-85 before joining Brown at Kansas. 

Gentry and his wife Suzanne have two children, Ryan Marcus and Matthew Jackson. He also has one daughter, Alexis. 


ARMOND HILL 
ASSISTANT COACH 

Armond Hill brings over 28 years of coaching experience as either a head or assistant coach at 
the high school, collegiate and professional level to Los Angeles, joining the Clippers after nine seasons 
as an assistant coach under Doc Rivers in Boston. He was named to the Clippers coaching staff on July 
8, 2013. Prior to his time in Boston, Hill was an assistant for the Atlanta Hawks during the 2003-04 
season. The Brooklyn, NY native spent eight years as the head coach at Columbia University, where 
his 2001-02 team led the nation in scoring defense, holding opponents to 57.0 points per game. 

Hill's coaching career began as an assistant coach at the Lawrenceville School, in Lawrenceville, 
NJ in 1985. He became the head coach three years later. Hill won two Coach of the Year Awards and 
in 1990, led Lawrenceville to the New Jersey State Prep School Championship. He returned to his alma 
mater in 1991 as an assistant coach, helping guide Princeton to a 71-35 record over four seasons, win- 
ning the Ivy League title and advancing to the NCAA Tournament in 1992. 

After being named lvy League Player of the Year in 1976, Hill was drafted ninth overall by the Atlanta Hawks in the 1976 NBA 
Draft. He played eight seasons in the NBA, six of which were with the Hawks. In 2009, Hill was inducted into the New York City 
Basketball Hall of Fame. 


KEVIN EASTMAN 
ASSISTANT COACH 

Kevin Eastman enters his first campaign with the Clippers after spending the last eight seasons as a 
member of Rivers’ staff in Boston. Eastman brings more than 23 years of coaching experience to the 
bench. He was named to the Clippers’ coaching staff on July 8, 2013. The National Director of Skill 
Development for Nike Basketball, Eastman served as the head coach at Washington State University 
(1994-99) and the University of North Carolina-Wilmington (1991-94) and has also been an assistant 
coach at University of Tulsa, University of Richmond, Virginia Commonwealth and Colorado State. 
Eastman served as head coach and athletic director at Belmont Abbey College from 1986-1989. 

Eastman is a 1978 graduate of the University of Richmond, where he played his collegiate basketball. 
Eastman also earned his Master's Degree in Athletic Administration from Richmond in 1989. Eastman and 
his wife Wendy have a son, Jake, who played basketball for Bradley University and is currently working 
for the front office of the Boston Celtics. 


TYRONN LUE 
ASSISTANT COACH 

Tyronn Lue joins the Clippers after spending four seasons on the Celtics bench, the previous two 
as an assistant coach. Lue joined Boston for the 2009-10 season as Director of Basketball 
Development. A native of Mexico, MO, Lue played Tl seasons in the NBA and appeared in 554 career 
games with the Lakers, Wizards, Magic, Rockets, Hawks, Mavericks and Bucks. The former 
University of Nebraska star won the 2000 and 2001 NBA Championship with the Lakers. 

Originally drafted by the Denver Nuggets with the 23rd overall pick in the 1998 NBA Draft, he was 
then traded to the Lakers on Draft night. At Nebraska, Lue averaged 15.9 points and 4.4 assists in his 
three-year career as a Cornhusker and left the program ranking third in assists (432), fourth in three- 
pointers made (145), fifth in steals (154) and seventh in points (1,577). Lue was named First Team All- 
Big 12 his junior season after averaging 21.2 points and 4.8 assists. Lue was rewarded for all his accom- 
plishments as a Cornhusker in February of 2013 when he was inducted in Nebraska's Hall of Fame. 
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BRENDAN O'CONNOR 
ASSISTANT COACH

JUNIOR CLIPPERS 


The Clippers and the Los Angeles City Department of Recreation and 
Parks have collaborated for ten seasons to promote the fundamentals of 
basketball, sportsmanship and athletics as an alternative to negative influ- 
ences. In 2001 the program began with 750 participants from three centers: 
Normandie, Shatto and Queen Anne. 

Now in its twelfth year, the program has grown to include 2,000 partic- 
ipants from 12 centers. Participating recreation centers include Shatto, 
Normandie, Hubert Humphrey, Rancho Cienega, Nickerson, Imperial, Jordan 
Downs, Rosecrans, Alpine, LACES, Robertson and Expo. The Junior Clippers 
program serves inner-city children, ages 5 to 15. The season runs from early 
January through the end of March, culminating with a championship tour- 
nament in early April. The Junior Clippers program also includes basketball 
and books clinics, one held at an inner city recreation center and one held at 
STAPLES Center prior to a Clippers home game. The Clinic Series promotes 
basketball fundamentals, literacy, health and nutrition, and sportsmanship. 
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CLIPPERS SUMMER CLINICS PROGRAM 


The Los Angeles Clippers Summer Clinics Program provides 
children in the greater Los Angeles area with a variety of free 
activities during the months of July and August. The summer 
clinics go beyond basketball maintaining our Clippers FIT health 
and wellness platform promoting healthy, active lifestyles for 
children and families. All activities are for children ages 6 to 14 
except swimming which is for children ages 7-14. The program 
hosts over 4500 children with clinics in Basketball, Swimming, 
and Bowling as well as provide free rides at Pacific Park on the 
Santa Monica Pier. We offer these clinics to the local communi- 
ties at no cost to assist families who may have financial chal- 
lenges providing summer activities that provide instruction in a 
variety of sports for their children.

Community leaders from groups in attendance are invited to meet with Mr. Sterling pre-game. Mr. Sterling has donated over 
390,000 tickets to more than 2,500 community groups in the last ten seasons.

Wheelchair basketball began as rehabilitation for soldiers returning 
from World War ll and was formalized as a competitive sport in 1948, just 
one season after the NBA. The Los Angeles Clippers Chairmen wheelchair 
basketball team enters its tenth season as part of the Clippers family. The 
Clippers team up with the National Wheelchair Basketball Association to 
sponsor the Clippers Chairmen. Formerly the Pasadena Big Wheels, this 
second division NWBA team finished the 2012-13 season ranked Tlth in the 
nation. The Clippers Wheelchair players are not only chairmen of the court, 
they also participate with the Clippers community outreach to children 
directing youth to a positive life path. 





PLAYERS ZONE TICKET DONATION PROGRAM 


In conjunction with the Los Angeles Clippers Foundation, Clippers players host groups of children and make it possible 
for them to join in the fun and excitement of watching a Clippers game. Clippers players sponsor hundreds of children each 
season.

When STAPLES Center opened in the fall of 1999, the 
Clippers played their home games in a new arena for the 
eighth time in franchise history. Here is a look back at some 
notable moments in Clippers" arena history. 


July 8, 1959: The Los Angeles Sports Arena opens its 
doors to the public, hosting a bantamweight boxing title 
match between Jose Becerra and Alphonse Halimi before 
13,657 fans. 


June 18, 1961: More than 25,000 crowd in and around the 
Los Angeles Sports Arena to cheer on Martin Luther King, 
Jr. and his non-violent assault on segregation. The doors to 
the arena are closed 15 minutes before the rally begins as 
fire marshals declare no more than the already 18,500 inside 
can be admitted. Police say up to 10,000 more are left out- 
side to follow the four-hour program from loudspeakers 
hastily wired for the overflow audience. 


January 16, 1963: At the 1963 NBA All-Star Game, a sold 
out crowd of 14,838 watches the East, led by Boston's Bill 
Russell, outclass Wilt Chamberlain and the West 115-108 in 
the two stars’ first-ever All-Star confrontation. Russell 
outscores Chamberlain 19-17 and outrebounds him 24-19 to 
earn his first and only All-Star MVP honor. 


October 1967: The Los Angeles Kings start the 1967-68 
NHL hockey season by playing the games of October, 
November and most of December at the Los Angeles Sports 
Arena. It is not until December 30, 1967 that the Kings move 
to the newly opened Forum. 


October 15, 1978: The San Diego Clippers are defeated 94-98 
by the Denver Nuggets in their first regular season game 
played at the San Diego Sports Arena. The 8,362 fans in 
attendance welcome another NBA team to Southern California. 


April 14, 1984: In their last game played in San Diego, the 
Clippers pound the Utah Jazz 146-128. After six seasons in 
San Diego, the Clippers announce on May 15, 1984 that they 
are moving to Los Angeles. 


November 1, 1984: In their first regular season game played 
since their move to Los Angeles from San Diego, the 
Clippers defeat the New York Knicks 107-105 at the Sports 
Arena in front of a crowd of 12,018. 


April 28, 1992: Reaching the playoffs for the first time 
since leaving Buffalo, the Clippers face the Utah Jazz in the 
first round of the Western Conference Playoffs. In a tight 
contest, the Clippers win game three of the first round series 
98-88. 


May 3, 1992: Due to civil unrest in Los Angeles, the 
Clippers' playoff game against the Utah Jazz is moved to 
the Anaheim Convention Center. Los Angeles is victorious 
TI5-107 in front of a raucous crowd of 7148 Clipper fans. 
This game is especially meaningful because the team had 
only 48 hours notice to move their entire operation, includ- 
ing transferring the court and reassigning ticket holders into 
an arena which was not configured for basketball. 


June 17, 1993: Construction is completed on the Clippers" 
home away from home, the state-of-the-art Arrowhead 
Pond of Anaheim, which seats 18,211 for basketball. In the 
coming years, the Clippers will exceed this number on 
numerous occasions, thanks to the addition of standing 
room only seating.

October 16, 1993: In their first game ever played at the 
Arrowhead Pond of Anaheim, the Clippers defeat the Golden 
State Warriors 132-117 in a preseason contest played in front 
of 16,967 Orange County fans. 


January 27, 1994: With the Clippers unable to play at the 
Sports Arena because of damage caused by the Northridge 
Earthquake, the team plays their first regular season contest 
at the Pond, a narrow 101-103 defeat at the hands of the 
New York Knicks. 


April 17, 1998: The Clippers announce plans to move into 
the state-of-the-art STAPLES Center when the building 
opens for the 1999-2000 season. 


May 5, 1999: An era comes to an end at the Los Angeles 
Memorial Sports Arena as the Clippers fall 105-107 to the 
Seattle SuperSonics, marking the Clippers’ final game at the 
arena. 


October 17, 1999: Bruce Springsteen and the E Street Band 
rock STAPLES Center with the first public event held at the 
facility. 


October 20, 1999: The Los Angeles Kings host the Boston 
Bruins in the first sporting event at STAPLES Center. 


October 27, 1999: The Clippers play the first ever 
basketball game at STAPLES Center, a preseason matchup 
against the Milwaukee Bucks. 


November 2, 1999: The Clippers open regular season play 
at STAPLES Center with a 92-104 loss to the Seattle 
SuperSonics before a crowd of 17,847. 


November 5, 1999: The Clippers notch their first regular 
season win at STAPLES Center, a 91-81 victory over the 
Philadelphia 76ers. 


April 16, 2002: A crowd of 20,264 is on hand for the sea- 
son home-finale with Memphis, giving the Clippers their 
25th sellout of the season, shattering the previous season’s 
franchise-record total of 11. The sellout is the 16th straight, 
also a franchise record. The Clippers finish the season with 
a total attendance of 740,185, which far surpasses the pre- 
vious season’s franchise-record total of 599,448. 


February 12, 2003: In a matchup with the Washington 
Wizards, the Clippers draw a record crowd of 20,578, the 
largest audience to ever watch an NBA game in Southern 
California. This attendance mark breaks the previous record 
of 20,474 which was set in an early season contest with the 
Lakers on November 1, 2002. 


April 12, 2006: The Clippers defeat Portland 97-93 to 
match their best single season record at STAPLES Center 
(27-14). 


April 22-May 18, 2006: In six (5-1) postseason games 
played at STAPLES Center, the Clippers recorded an average 
attendance of 19,394, selling out four of the six games. 


February 11, 2011-Present: The Clippers have sold out 91 
consecutive regular season games at STAPLES Center, dat- 
ing back to February 11, 2011. The Clippers also sold out all 
three of their 2013 home playoff games.

Prior to the 2008-09 season, the Los Angeles Clippers moved into their new home away from STAPLES Center, the $50 
million Los Angeles Clippers Training Center located in Playa Vista. The 42,500 square foot state-of-the-art facility serves 
as the team’s training headquarters in addition to serving as the home of the Basketball Operations, Communications and 
Community Relations Departments. 


A longtime vision of Clippers’ Owner Donald T. Sterling, 
Future Kame o! the team's comprehensive training center is situated on a 
B Los Anoeles CI ippers Training Cent two-acre parcel of land within the Playa Vista community on 
al Plays Vista Los Angeles' ever-growing Westside and immediately took 
2 its place as one of the most impressive practice facilities in all 

of professional sports. 

In addition to two regulation NBA basketball courts, the 
two story structure also houses a 2,600 square foot per- 
formance and strength training area featuring state of the 
art cardiovascular and weight training equipment, as well as 
a training room and steam and sauna facilities. Adjacent to 
the training room is an extensive hydrotherapy area featur- 
ing both hot and cold plunge pools and a resistance pool con- 
taining an underwater treadmill. Full locker room facilities 
for Clippers' players and coaches as well as offices for all 
members of the Clippers’ Basketball Operations, 
Communications and Community Relations Departments are 
also on-site. The facility also boasts a state-of-the-art digi- 
tal video production facility and video viewing room, player's 
lounge, full equipment storage and laundry facility and a fully 
equipped media workroom. 


























The training center is located within close 
proximity to both the San Diego and the Marina 
Freeways. About two thirds of the team's current 
players live within ten minutes of the facility. 

The 104 year-old Turner Construction 
Company, headquartered in Dallas, Texas, served 
as the general contractor on the project. Turner 
Construction is a nationally recognized company 
and is one of the nation's largest builders of educa- 
tional, sport, commercial, retail, hotel, multi-unit 
housing, industrial, pharmaceutical, medical, cul- 
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tural and institutional projects. Turner has a 
dynamic presence in the Downtown Los 
Angeles city skyline, starting with the Union 
Bank Building in 1967, and including the US 
Bank Tower and the Gas Company Tower in 
following years. 

Turner has an extraordinary background 
in sports practice/training facility construction, 
having completed projects for the NBA's 
Cleveland Cavaliers and New York Knicks, the 
NFL's Cleveland Browns, Cincinnati Bengals, 
and Carolina Panthers, and the NHL's 
Columbus Blue Jackets and Pittsburgh 
Penguins.

RALPH LAWLER 
PRIME TICKET/KFWB NEWS TALK 980 


Entering his 35th year as the "Voice of the Clippers" and his 38th year in professional 
basketball, Ralph Lawler looks ahead with unprecedented enthusiasm to what has the potential 
to be the greatest season in Clipper franchise history. The 2011-12 and 2012-15 seasons weren't 
bad in bringing unmatched thrills to Clipper fans as the pairing of Blake Griffin and Chris Paul 
made the Clips one of the league's most popular teams while giving birth to the "Lob City" mania 
that swept the land. Ralph is happily reunited with Doc Rivers who becomes the first former 
Clipper player to serve as the team's head coach. Doc's Championship coaching credentials give 
this team its best ever shot a competing for their first NBA Championship. Lawler is the 5rd 
longest tenured team broadcaster in the league, but he's never been more excited about a season 
than he is for this one. 

Ralph's long tenure with the club saw him approach 2700 Clipper regular season and playoff broadcasts last season with 
his enthusiastic calls of “Bingo!,” "Fasten your Seat-belts" and "Oh Me Oh My" continuing to be familiar favorites for Clipper 
fans throughout Southern California. Lawler's active schedule has him handling play-by-play duties for all televised games on 
PRIME TICKET as well as on the Clippers’ flagship radio station, KFWB NEWS TALK-980, for all non-televised contests. 

He added to his list of honors last season when he collected his third EMMY as a part of Prime Ticket's Emmy Award 
Winning coverage of Clipper basketball. Ralph is a proud member of the Southern California Sports Broadcasters Hall of Fame. 
He happily notes that he broadcast the NBA debuts of 3 of his all-time favorites: Julius Erving (with 76ers in Philadelphia), 
Magic Johnson (versus Clippers in San Diego) and Blake Griffin (with the Clippers). The NBA has long been Lawler's great 
love. However, the versatile broadcaster is one of only a handful of announcers who have worked play-by-play in each of the 
four major pro sports leagues: NFL (San Diego Chargers), MLB (Philadelphia Phillies), NHL (Philadelphia Flyers) and NBA 
(76ers and Clippers). His resume also includes broadcasting events as varied as A.B.A. and college basketball, golf, tennis, 
track & field, box lacrosse, auto racing, boxing and college football. 

Ralph is a graduate of Bradley University in Peoria, Illinois, and was inducted into his alma mater's Sports Hall of Fame 
in 1993. He's another in a long line of sportscasters who honed their craft in Peoria: Chick Hearn, Tom Kelly, Bob Starr, Bill 
King and Jack Brickhouse, among others. Ralph spends his off-season keeping tabs on all matters involving the NBA and 
communicates with Clipper fans regularly via Facebook and Twitter. Notable off-season activities have included a week aboard 
the SS Norway as the radio host of an NBA Cruise of the Caribbean, an 18-day whitewater rafting trip down the Colorado 
River through the Grand Canyon with former broadcast partner Bill Walton, a full month in Italy with family in 2013 and service 
one year as the play-by-play voice for one of Nintendo's "NBA Courtside" video games. 

Ralph and his wife, Jo, proudly head a family that includes three grown children and seven grandchildren. The Lawlers 
spend the season in Marina Del Rey and their summers in Bend, Oregon.

MICHAEL SMITH 
PRIME TICKET/KFWB NEWS TALK 980 


Former Clipper Michael Smith begins his 16th season behind the microphone for the Clippers 
and his 12th partnering with Ralph Lawler on all Clippers broadcasts. Prior to his permanent move 
to the Clippers television broadcast team, Smith served as the Clippers' radio play-by-play voice 
for four seasons, where he was one of only two (Hot Rod Hundley being the other) former NBA 
players, to do play-by-play on radio for an NBA team. Previously, he had worked for NBC in Salt 
Lake City calling college games. Smith began his broadcast career just as his playing career came 
to a close. Smith played eight years professionally. He played with some of the games true 
greats; Larry Bird, Magic Johnson, Kevin McHale, Dennis Johnson and Robert Parish to name a 
few. Originally drafted by the Boston Celtics in 1989 as the 13th overall selection, Smith started 
eight games his rookie year in the middle of the season, a span during which he averaged 18 
points per game and the Celtics went 7-1, and later earned all-rookie votes. He played in Europe from 1991-1995, and led the 
Spanish League in scoring and free throw percentage for two different seasons. He was also the leading American scorer in 
the Italian League. In 1995, Smith returned to the Clippers for one season. That season allowed him the opportunity to return 
to the city where he had excelled in his early days. Smith attended Los Altos High School in Hacienda Heights, where he set 
CIF football records for yardage, attempts, completions, and the single-game record for TD's (8) as a quarterback on the way 
to a perfect season and the CIF championship. That year, he was chosen the National Male High School Athlete of the Year 
by the Dial Corporation, after being First Team All-American in football, basketball and volleyball. Smith was recruited by 
virtually every university in the country to play any or all of the three sports. He chose BYU and basketball. Accolades at the 
college level continued: he was an All-American his junior year and led the team to a 26-6 record. Overall, he led the 
conference in scoring three times, was a two-time WAC Player of the Year, led the nation in free throw percentage his senior 
year, and was a three-time First Team Academic All American, majoring in Spanish with a minor in Communications. In 1988, 
Smith was invited to tryout for the Olympic volleyball team, the Olympic basketball team, and play Quarterback for the BYU 
football team. Smith loves to golf, surf, do yoga and play ping pong, and spend every possible moment with his wife, Debra, 
and their 10 children.

Pink joined the FOX family in 2012 serving as both a sideline reporter for Los Angeles Clippers 
telecasts on PRIME TICKET and as an NFL on FOX sideline reporter alongside play-by-play 
announcer Ron Pitts and analyst Mike Martz.

Clippers' Head Coach Doc Rivers will conduct his pre-game media availability session 105 minutes prior to tip-off and his 
post-game media session both in a designated Locker Room. 





CREDENTIALS 


Clippers season media credentials, Clippers daily media credentials (good for that specific game only), STAPLES and 
NBA League passes are the only credentials honored for Clippers games at STAPLES Center. NO OTHER CREDENTIALS 
WILL BE HONORED. A valid, government issued photo I.D. of the credential holder must be presented at time of daily and 
season credential pickup. Applications for season or daily credentials may be made in writing on company letterhead to the 
Clippers’ Communications Department. Requests for daily credentials must be made by email, phone or fax to the 
Communications Department at least 24 hours prior to game time. Day-of-game requests will not be honored. When apply- 
ing for the first time, newspapers and magazines must include copies of the publication with the request. Those who hold 
season credentials who are covering a specific game must still contact the Clippers Communications Department so we may 
reserve seating for you. When in the arena, we ask that media members please wear their credentials at all times. 





FAX SERVICE 


The Communications Department is available to service local and visiting writers covering Clippers home games. Visiting 
media needing a final box score faxed to their offices should inform any member of the game night staff. 





GAME NOTES AND STATISTICS 


Game notes are available in the press room 2 1/2 hours prior to tip-off. For visiting media every effort will be made to 
supply early game notes, credentials and other pertinent information the night before, or morning of, the game. Quarter, half- 
time and final box scores will be furnished to working media by the Clippers” game night staff throughout the game and are 
also available in the press room. Post-game quotes, notes and practice information will be distributed in the press room as 
soon as possible following the game.

NBA International PR will then email the Clippers a list of approved international media for each game. Any international 
media not on that list will not be admitted to the game unless approval is received in advance. 


LOCKER ROOM ACCESS 


In accordance with NBA policy, locker rooms will be open for a 30-minute period, ending 45 minutes prior to game time 
(for example, the room will be open from 6:15 p.m. to 6:45 p.m. for a 7:30 p.m. start). Locker rooms will be opened 10 minutes 
after the conclusion of the game. Only working members of the press with valid credentials will be admitted to the locker 
rooms. Per NBA policy, still photography is not permitted in the locker rooms. In addition, per NBA policy, cell phone usage 
by members of the media is prohibited in the locker room.

Press seating at STAPLES Center is located courtside (on the east side of the court), in the Lower Level (Sections 108, 
M & 114) and in the press box located on the upper west side of the arena.

Parking for members of the media who have purchased a full-season parking pass is located in Lot C, on L.A. LIVE Way 
between Pico Blvd. and Tlth Street/Chick Hearn Court. A book of season parking passes, priced at the discounted rate of

at (310) 862-6023. Those not wishing to take advantage of the seasonal parking option will be able to park in the “general” 
parking lots, for example, LOT W (West Garage) and at the LA Convention Center adjacent to the West Hall, South Hall and 
Venice Blvd. These locations are available on a first-come, first serve basis for a rate ranging from $12 to $25. Complimentary

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MEDIA GUIDELINES 


PHOTO GUIDELINES 


Credentialed photographers may shoot at either the north or south baseline. There are no photo positions on the sideline. 
A photo position chart will be posted on the basket stanchions and in the press room for each game. Photographers are 
asked to contact the Communications Department in advance to reserve space on the floor. A season photo credential 
does NOT guarantee you a photo position on the floor. Free-lance photographers will not be credentialed unless they are 
on specific assignment from a magazine or newspaper, and proper requests are submitted from that outlet. Photographers 
must observe the NBA's "Three-Foot Lane" rule, which allows one position for home and broadcasting television out- 
lets immediately next to the stanchion, then a three-foot escape lane that must be kept completely clear of photogra- 
phers and equipment. All other photographers will be seated beyond that three-foot lane. 





Photographers must also be aware of the following other NBA-enforced restrictions: 


Cameras mounted on the basket stanchion must be set back at least four inches from the edge of the padding. Cameras 
mounted behind the backboard cannot be visible inside the target box from any angle. Tripods are not permitted. Use of flash 
is not permitted. All cameras must have rubber-capped lenses. 


PRACTICES 


Clippers practice sessions are held at the Los Angeles Clippers Training Center. Per NBA policy, media will be allowed 
access 15 minutes PRIOR to practice with a 15-minute media availability session to follow (Policy subject to change).

Level. This is the only location where season and daily credentialed media may enter the building.

The stairway from the Media Entrance leads directly to the Press Room on the Event Level. It is equipped with work 
space, phones, TVs, a stat monitor and fax service.

Shootaround on home game days will be held at the Los Angeles Clippers Training Center. Shootarounds are closed, with 
a 15-minute media session at the beginning. Visiting team shootarounds are commonly conducted at STAPLES from, their 
media session will generally be held from PRIOR to their shootaround.
